In London 
the American Y. M. C. A. nas erected 
a large building for our soldiers and a 
clubhouse for Amer.ean officers. 

There are Y. M. C. A. dugouts right 
behind the front line trenches, where 
the soldiers can got hot drinks, crack- 
ers and other comforts at all hours. 

Over 2,000 men who had been reject- 
ed on accornt of physical disability 
have been able to get Into the British 
army by reason of the physical work 
of tho British Y. M. C.^A. 

A fleet of motor cars leaves the big 
Y. M. C. A. headquarters In London at 
midnight every night to pick up sol- 
diers who are wandering about the 
streets without say wholesome lodging 
In which t« spend the night. These 
cars are operated by Englishwomen 
of position and reh'nement, who report 
that they never meat any discourtesy 
at the hands of the soldiers. The im- p 
portance of this service can be esti- 
mated by the fact that at least 60,000 
soldiers are on leave in London every 
week. Over half of these sleep In Y. 
M. 'C. A. b^la every night. 

Entertainment on Vast 8eate. 

The Y. M. C. A. has erected a big 
auditorium, seating 3,000, in each of 
the big draft cum a, ar.d huge Chautau- 
qua tents, sealing 2.600 in 'the otner 
encampments. The association la run- 
ning a 22 week entertainment .circuit 
among the camps and Is paying 1C 
companies of entertainers, who are 
traveling to 30 camps performing be- 
fore the mqn. 

In each of the draft comps the Y. 
M. C. A. has ten secretaries engaged 
In educational work. The association 
is seeing to It that every man who 
canntft speak English Is taught to do 
so. In many of tne camps the asso- 
ciation has a singing director, who Is 
| teaching the men to sing the 'popular 
and martial airs that do so much to 
\ keep up their spirits. 

Of 64 Y. M. C. A. men at Camp 
1 Dlx only three are being paid rull sal- 
aries. In all the camps the majority 
of the Y. M. C. A. men have left lucra- 
tive positions to do this work simply 
because its appeal Is Irresistible to 
any red blooded man. Harry Lauder, 
the famous Scotch singer and come- 
dian, now on his farewell concert tour 
In the United States, Is giving all his 
spare time to the service Of the asso- 
ciation and Is singing to the soldiers 
at all the camps he can reach. 

In one of the draft camps the Y. M. 
C. A. is supervising athletics on 120 
playing fields, providing full athletic 
equipment. The winners of the Inter- 
regimental games will play the cham- 
pions of the other camps.

“Annihilated Regiment’' Meane That 
the Organisation of the Unit 
la Broken. 



In the dispatches concerning the war 
in Europe we sometimes run acrosB 
tue expression* "annihilated” and "de- 
stroyed,” with reference to large mili- 
tary forces. These technical terms, 
says the Philadelphia Record, are like- 
ly to be misleading to theu’eader who 
Is ignorant of things military. One 
learns with horror that "an entire di- 
vision was destroyed wtrtle attempting 
to take Hill C,” or that "a regiment of 
cavalry, while reconnolterlng on the 
flank of the enemy, was annihilated. 
Naturally enough, the reader Imagines 
s terrible scene of slaughter, fn which 
all, or practically all, the soldiers are , 
left dead on the field. 

The truth, however, Is quite differ- 
ent. By no means was every soldier 
killed— the division or regiment was 
destroyed or annihilated as an organi- 
zation or effective fighting unit. 

In time of war men light, not as in- 
dividuals, but as parts of a fighting 
unit. That unit may be a reglmeut, 
a division or an army corps. In order 
to be of any real use, those organiza- 
tions muct be maintained. When the 
organization Is broken up, the Indi- 
vidual soldiers who compose it, no mat- 
ter how brave they may be person- 
ally, degenerate Into a mob; aud, as a 
mob or mere disorganized collection 
of men. they are unable to make any 
defense against attack.

Dr. N. A. Cobb, an authority on 
zoology, declares that there must be 
hundreds of thousands of spocies of 
nematodes, or threadworms, more than 
nlne-tentha of which are atilt unknown 
to science. Of the parasitic nematodes 
Infesting vertebrate animals alone It 
la estimated that there are at least 
80,000 spocies. Inaocta, mollUBka, crus- 
taceans and other animal groups are 
also much Infested, and aa a rule 
a given sptcles of nematode la peculiar 
to a single apeclea of boat. Lastly the 
species of nematode living free In aolf 
and water vastly outnumber the par- 
asitic apeclea. As these creatures are 
•normoualy prolific, the number of In- 
dividual* must be quite beyond con- 
ception. Ddctor Cobb estimate* that 
in the upper foot of an arable soil 
tlVB Humber of nematode* runs to thou- 
sand*. of million* an acre.
